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This is a decision on the "Petition For Acceptance of Application Papers", filed 
November 1, 2004, requesting in effect, that the "Notice of Omitted ltem(s)" mailed 
October 15, 2004, in the above-identified application be withdrawn and that the petition 
fee be refunded. The petition is treated under 37 CFR 1.182. 

The application was filed on September 8, 2003. However, on October 15, 2004, the 
Office of Initial Patent Examination mailed a "Notice of Omitted ltem(s) in a 
Nonprovisional Application," stating that the application had been accorded a filing date; 
however, Pages 3-12 of the specification appeared to have been omitted. 

In response, the present petition was filed. The petition argues, in effect, that no pages 
are missing. Instead, the petition indicates that the pages of specification filed on 
September 8, 2003, were simply misnumbered. 

Petitioner's arguments are well-taken. It is obvious from the petition that no pages were 
actually missing on September 8, 2003. Rather, the specification was misnumbered 
and no pages were actually omitted. 

In view of the above, the request to accord the application a filing date of September 8, 
2003, is GRANTED . 

As as a result of applicant's filing error, however, the "Notice of Omitted ltem(s)" mailed 
October 1 5, 2004 was correct in stating that Pages 3-12 of the specification appeared 
to have been omitted. Therefore, the "Notice" was properly mailed and will not be 
withdrawn and thus the petition fee will not be refunded. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for further 
processing with a filing date of September 8, 2003 and using the properly numbered 
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specification submitted on petition November 1 , 2004.
